flight around the world with their ar- 
•ival here Sunday from Eugene, Ore- 
gon, were prepared Monday to receive 
the welcome which has been arranged 
by an appreciative citizenry. 


Elapsed time of the flight was 175 


days; total mileage, start to finish. 27.- 


534: days actually in air 66: actual fly- 
ing time. 351 hours 11 minutes: aver- 
age speed., 7G.36 niilues per hour. 


Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, command- 
r of the flight officially reported com- 
pletion of the journey to Major Gen- 
eral Mason M. Patrick at Washington. 
D. C-. by telephone Sunday night. He 
was informed by General Patrick that 
future duties and mox'ements of the 
six aviators will be announced at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning. 


At a public luncheon Monday the 


fliers and their mechanics will make 
talks describing their world famous 
trip. 


In addition to the luncheon the avi 


itors will participate in the dedication 
ofa monument at 
Sand Point com- 


memorating man's first circumnaviga- 
ion of the globe bv air. The lieuten- 
ants are scheduled to speak briefly 
there. 


Four world's records were shattered 


Sunday when two United States Army 
plnnes completed a 27.534-mile globe- 
circling flight here at Sand Point avi- 
ation field after fighting their way 
through Canadian blizzards, treacher- 
ous Alae&aw gales, the torrid heat of 
India, heavy English fogs and the ice- 
berg-chilled 
climate of Iceland and 


Greenland. 


The first world's record was shat- 


tered when the Americans crossed the 
Pacific Ocean from Attu Island, the 
most westerly island of the Aluetlan 
group, to Paramarhiru Island in the 
Kuriles. Japan. This 900-mile stretch 
was the longest jump of the entire 
trip. It was made in 12 hours and 
five minutes of flying time, the aviat- 
ors resting a night in the lee of the 
Komandorskl 
Islands during a bliz- 


zard enroute. 


America's 
second title came when 


the flyers crossed a 500-mile stretch 
over the China Sea from Kagoshima, 
Japan, to Shanghai. China. This was 
the first time the China Sea had been 
crossed by air. 


The third honor was the completion 


of the around-the-world flight, a feat 
ne\er before achieved by man in heav- 
ier-than-air machines. 


Lastly, the intrepid Magennans of 


the air theoretically set a speed work 
for traveling around the globe. 
The 


entire 27,000-mile trip was made in ap- 
proximately 351.71 hours of actual fly- 
ing, although th» expedition was on 
the trip neailj 175 days after leaving 
Seattle. 
When the birdmen reached 


Constantinople. Turkey, they had cov- 
ered 16.180 miles in 225 hours of fly- 
Ing, or an average of 76.36 miles an 
hour.

off to jail." It would be better to in- 
stitute ft bipartisan board of inquiry in 
every precinct and empower this board to 
question all negligent citizens and publish 
the excuses given. Citizens would preferv 
to be voters than self-confessed fools. 


"With fifty or sixty per cent of the citi- 


zens remaining away from the polls in 
most important elections, it is easy to see 
why corruption prevails in public office 
and the public has no respect for author- 
ity. 
Citizens should be penalized for 


neglecting to vote. .The privilege of bal- 
loting might be withdrawn temporarily. 
Ox taxes might be increased or a fine im- 
posed. If the expense of conducting elec- 
tions were collected from non-voters, the 
polling-places would be crowded. 


Efforts are being made to get out the 


vote in this election. AVill they be result- 
ful? 
Not unless citizens are shamed to 


go to the polls. It is between elections 
that civic concern attains the highest 
pitch. 
No citizen has any excuse for 


staying from the polls at this presiden- 
tial election. There are three candidates 
in the field, representing conservatism, 
liberalism and radicalism. 
Everybody 


should be able to reach a decision and ex- 
press a preference. 


EXTREME LEGISLATION 


Addressing the convention of the Na- 


tional Tax association. Albert "\V. At- 
wood. an economic writer, re-declared the 
axiom, which is periodically forgotten in 
public affairs, that "extreme measures 
defeat themselves." This is not only a 
political but also a physical law. ,To 
every extreme there is a corrective reac- 
tion. 


Mr. Atwood discussed the inheritance 


tax, saying that it related to results, not 
to causes. "The rich man." he stated, 
"is being educated to allocate an increas- 
ing share of his income as a reserve 
against inheritance taxes. For with rates 
up to forty per cent, as at present, it be- 
comes a capital tax during life, as well as 
a death taz. More and more men of 
means are getting out of business and in- 
to conservative tax-exempt securities." 
Many schemes have been invented to 
evade both the inheritance and income 
taxes, it cannot be denied that these de- 
signs are effectual. 


One object of assessing the inheritance 


tax was to prevent the accumulation of 
excessive wealth and the centralization of 
great fortunes. It is not extreme legis- 
lation : on the contrary it is fair and right 
in its application to large fortunes—it is 
not so fair applied to small fortunes. The 
income tax was intended to produce rev- 
enue, but also to restrict the growth of 
large wealth. "While it is true that in- 
heritance taxation is treatment of results 
instead of causes, the fact'remains that 
causes cannot be controlled. The state 
has to deal with results. 


Society desires to rectify the inequali- 


ties of wealth as justly and wisely as pos- 
sible. The best means, undoubtedly, is to 
improve and increase opportunities for 
wide distribution of wealth. Yet, this 
means though it has been resultful in re- 
cent years, is not adequate. Some meth- 
od of curtailing excessive wealth and pre- 
venting concentration is necessary. But 
the causes and results must be taken into 
consideration. All taxation has been ex- 
perimental so far. The principle that we 
should tax wealth, not poverty, is sound. 
It means taxing according to ability to 
pay. 
Experience will have to work out 


for us a fair and practical plan.

Perhaps It is not generally known 


that Clarence Darrow, whoso connec- 
tion with the Loeb-Leopold case made 
hla name a household word during the 
last few months, is a novelist as \voll 
as one of the best known criminal 
lawyers in America. 


He is not much of a novelist and he 


Is so old now that whatever ambitions 
ho may at one time have had in that 
direction will probably remain 
un- 


realized. 
But the mere fact that he 


wrote and published at least one novel 
shows that he was not averse to fame 
In this line. And the book also bears 
internal evidence that Daxrow hanker- 
ed after literary distinction. 


Hia one novel—to call it a novel Is 


stretching 
the term 
somewhat—is 


named "Farmington" and it was pub- 
lished in 1904 when Darrow had al- 
ready made a name for himself as one 
of America's greatest criminal law- 
yers. 
But "Farmington" Is not at 


all what you would expect from a 
man who has been behind the scenes 
in scores of criminal cases, who has 
defended anarchists and murderers 
and dynamiters and all sorts of shady 
characters.

a novel he made not the slightest use 
of all this material. He wrote a story 
about a llttlo boy in a little country 
town in Pennsylvania, the son of a 
scholarly old miller who operated a 
gristmill for the farmers of the com- 
munity. He gives his hero the name 
of John Smith and he tella of the 
homely events in the little country 
boy's life—his school days, his play- 
times, his fights, his going swimming. 
So far as "Farmington" goes there 
might never have been a criminal in 
the world, and the book ends at about 
the time when the little boy of the 
story goes from knee pants to long 
trousers. In other words, the whole 
story is about a boy.

Luke F. Parsons Is Credited 


With Being Last Survivor 


of Anti-Slavery Band 


By Associated Press 


Salbia, Kans.—Luke F. Parsons, 


credited with being the last surviv- 
ing member of John Brown's famous 
band of ar.ti-sla.very zealots, cele- 
bratefl his ninety-first birthday at his 
home here. June 2S. Still hale and 
hearty, he tends a small garden for 
exercise, goes downtown frequently 
and attends all the meetings of the 
Salina post of the G. A. R. of which 
he is president. 


That his mind is as fresh as MB 


body appears is indicated by a. remin- 
iscent review of Brown and their pio- 
neer struggles, 
recently given 
by 


Parsons: 


"John Brown. Sr.. arrived in Kan- 


sas in November, 1S55. He arrived 
with arms for his five sons, who had 
preceded him here, and prepared to 
command any who would follow him. 
Northern immigration came 
slowly 


until the sprms of 1S56. and settled 
mostly around Topeka and Lawrence. 
Various contentions were held, elec- 
tion? observed, but all were domin- 
ated by the pro slavery party. Free 
state men were driven from the polls 
by an armed organization. Frequent 
murders were committed all over the 
state. 


"When armed men ordered citizens 


out. John Brown raised his voice and 
said: 'Has it com* to the point that 
or.e party or the other must leave 
their homes and leave the territory? 
Well. I accept the challenge." 


"That evening Brown selected his 


party. Theodore "VVeiner. an Austrian: 
Henry Thompson, his son in-law; and 
four of his sons, Owen, Frederick. Sal- 
znoi. <u;d Oliver. I 
was associated 


with the band later. 


"On the night of May 24. 1856. ana 


the morning of May 25. John Brown 
struck his first blow for the freedom 
of Kansas. It was the beginning of 
the end. The next morning mounted 
men were riding in every direction 
spreading news of the terrible murder 
of five men on the Pottawatomie. It 
could have been e.ght. but 
three 


could not be found. It was generally 
approved by the free state party, and 
put terror into the h»arts of the 
enemies. 


"The year of 1S57 was compara- 


tively quiet, and John Brown thought 
that" the question of slavery in Kan- 
sas was about settled, so he deter- 
mined to carry the fight into Vir- 
ginia. In the fall of 1S57 he selected 
ten young men who had been tried by 
fire and took us to a quiet little town 
In Iowa. wh<re we were given, mili- 
tary instructions ar.fi fitted for cap- 
tains. The npxt spring, 1S5S. we went 
to Chatham. Canada, and from there 
to Cleveland. Ohio, on our way to 
Harper's Ferry, Virginia. 
Brown 


failed to find the money to carry on 
our plan=. «o th» raid was declared 
off for cr.e >car. Brown took three of 
the men back with him to Kansas. 


"On December 2?. 3S5?, Brown led 


a few nr>n into Missouri and brought 
out 11 slaves, several wagons, yokes 
of oj.cn. 
clotr..ng 
and 
provisions 


arms. c'r 
II* returned to Osawa- 


tomie Kincnc, on January 20 and 
started north wltn the siaves. 
On 


January 2S "io reached Holton, Kan- 
sas, in a tr.ow storm. It was the next 
day that vhat !? sometimes calloi the 
Batt'e of the Spurs occurred on Spring 
Creek and nero Brown captured sev- 
eral prisoners 
They were taken to 


Nebraska and freed. On February 1, 
3S59. Brown left Kansas r.cver to re- 
turn."

Mr. Parsons related, and 
there arc now about 70 descendants of 
the family '..vlnsj there.
